SENATE'S VOCAL "GENERALS" 
A sizable number ot quite vocal senators be- 
lieved that consress should have a great deal 
to any about where we send troops, how many 
we send, and when. 

Some ot these lawmakers want to put def- 
inite limits not only on the size of any over- 
seas forces but on the total of the entire army. 
They want to aay how troops should be dis- 
posed on foreign soil, and to speclly what 
conditions other nations must meet before 
we dispatch our soldiers. 

It has been well rccoBnlzcd that the sub- 
stance of these choices Is essentially military. 
In proposing that congress shall make these 
decisions, the legislators In question are In 
fact urging that they bo constituted as a sort 
of supra-mllltary authority. 

No sensible man would argue that our mili- 
tary leaders should be above criticism or free 
ot the normal checks that all public officials 
must endure. Wo know from mountainous 
evidence that they're often wrong, usually 
vostetul of men and materiel, and frequent- 
ly high-handed In dealing with critics. 

But, for bettST or for worse, they are the 
only military experts we have. They make a 
lifetime study ot military problems. Their 
whole waking existence Is devoted to devising 
ways and means ot protecting this nation 
«galnst any possiWo enyny,^ 

Moreover, by the nature of their organ- 
ization they ore equipped to put Into al- 
most instant effect' the plans they have so 
carefully conceived lor our safety. 

Does anyone seriously believe that we should 
transter ony significant share of this respon- 
Blblllty to congress, or that congress Is quali- 
fied to bear It? 

If anyone thinks so, let him examine the 
record ol the senate on the troops -tor-Europe 
question atlU pending there. It has been three 
months since Senator Wherry. Republican 
senate leader, first offered his resolution 
suggesting that congress' approval ought to 
be had for any troop movements to Europe. 

Nearly two months have passed since the 
senato totelgn relations committee opened 
Jiearlngs on the Issue. And with debate at full 
f tut on the eenftts floor, vhat happened? 
^^;Bome of ttie.meivmtul insistent upon con- 
^gresji havlngfn Tolce in this vital matter 
] '-'decided that the more Important thing at 
the moment was their Easter vacation. 

So they trekked off home, shrugging off 
the question with "It can wait" attitude. 
Meanwhile, General Elsenhower, commander 
of the European defense army, cools his 
heels. 

The general situation was widely understood 
long before the ' troops-for-Europe debate 
began. Yet senatora atJIl see no urgency In 
the Issue, still feel tree to knock off for a 
pleoaant Easter holiday, still devote them- 
selves to endless haggling over the words of a 
resolution when the need Is for clear, unmis- 
takable action. 

Is this the way to run an army? Must we 
have two or three months' argument be- 
fore we can send a mere four divisions over- 
seas? Russian generals could be readying the 
placement of their cannon while our capltol 
hill "generals" are worrying over the place- 
ment ot their commas. 

This la not to suggest that war Is Imminent, 
It Is to suggest that the senators who want 
to make military decisions are. out of their 
element. They prove It every day they stand 
up and talk on the senate floor. 



MAN WITH A FUTURE 
Comedian MUton Berle has signed a con- 
tract with NBC for the next 30 years. Since 
he's 42 now, he'll be 73 when the arrangement 
expires. 

Nothing like it ever.has occurred In the en- 
tertainment world, and you'd probably have 
to scour a long while to turn up a parallel 
anywhere In business. 

One can't help wondering just what the 
boys had In mind. If NBC was trying to In- 
sure that Berle wouldn't be spirited off by 
a rival network, they woyld seem to have 
overdone It a bit. > 

But maybe there are plans for Milton to 
undertake a progression of roles suitable to 
his gradual aging throush the three decades 
of this pact, with ancient Ed Wynn as a 
Djodel, he certainly I won't give up comedy 
altogether. But as he reaches the last years 
of the contract span, he may rind himself 
cast occasionally as a kindly grandfather, or 
standing In for Dncle Sam In bond drives. 

Anyway, It looks like he can tear up his 
social security card.
